The Strike of Coal Handlers Spreading 
to Other Industries. 


LowBiiii, Mass., Feb. 1.—The coal 
handlers and longshoremen strike in 
New York seriously effects business in 
this city. 
If it continue much longer 
the loss to the mercantile and manufac- 
turing industries will be disastrous. 


Nxw YOBK, Feb. 1.—The extension of 
the strike to the freight handlers on the 
railroad piers in Nev* York is the most 
serious blow to commerce that union 
men have struck. 
The effect of it on 
the Jersey Cent^ was an almost com- 
plete suspension of business. 
The next 
move on the part of the strikers will be 
to induce the train men to come out and 
thus tie up the railroads centering on 
the Jersey Shore. 
There is talk of get- 
ting the deck hands and firemen on the 
fenry boats to ^oin the staikecB, but

has 
reached the age of sixty-two years, or is 
dependent upon others for her support. 
The commissioner also informs the sur- 
viving ofiScers of the war that the act 
places them on the same footing with 
the soldiers, and they only receive pen- 
sions upon the same conditions. 
The 
amount of pension can in no case be 
greater than that of the soldier. 
This is 
$8 per month.

THE clever Queen of 
Rumania ia 
making herself more useful than the 
modern queen is generally apt to be. 
She has been accustomed for some time 
past to give lectures privately in her 
palace to the young ladies of the lead- 
ing families in Bumania. 
These liter» 
ary assemblies proved so attractive that 
the demands for admission to them 
grew inconvenient, so that the Queen 
thought of delivering her lectures in 
the high school to all pupils who care 
to attend. 
Before her Majesty could 
do this, however, she had to obtain a 
regular professor's diploma from the 
King and the Minister of Instruction, 
This required an examination, to which 
the Queen submitted, and, the diploma 
having now been won, not granted by 
favor, her Majesty 
will 
begin her 
lectures early in the new year at the 
high school for girls at Bucharest. 


A BBMABKABLE woman of 70 was Mrs. 
Margaret Ashton, of Montrose, N. Y, 
Her fad was attending funerals, and 
she had been to 600 in her life, haying 
been present at the burial of every 
person but three who died in that part 
of her own and adjoining counties 
during the last forty years. 
She ap- 
propriately dropped dead the other 
day as the body of a neighbor was 
being lowered into the grave. 
Besides 
being present at so many loi-al funerals 
she bad been among the spectators at 
the obsequies of all the noted people 
of this country who have died in tho 
last half century, including 
Daniel 
Webster, Abraham Lincoln, Horace 
Greeley, Gen. Grant, Proident Gar- 
field, and Stephen A. Douglas. 
She 
was prevented from being >>resent at 
President Arthur's ftineral by 
the 
death of a relative, who was buried ths 
same day. 
Superstitious people may 
attribute her unpleasant taking off acd 
its cause to the fact that she had tliir- 
teen children, of whom one sturvivoe 
bar. 


NEWARK physicians are watching with 
great interest the recovery of Alfred 
J. Shipley. 
He submitted to the appli- 
cation of galvano-cautery late in No- 
vember for the removal of a cancer 
which involved nearly one-half of the 
right side of his tongue, and is now 
convalescent, and is prevented from 
exercising his vocal powers to their full 
extent only by restrictions put upon 
him by his medical advisers. 
He can 
articulate plainly, but he is warned not 
to speak except when speech is abso- 
lutely necessary. 
On July 1 Mr. Ship- 
ley first noticed a pain on the left side 
of the root of his tongue, but he did 
not worry about it till the pain became 
excruciating and he encoimtered diffi- 
culty in swallowing. 
Then he called 
in his family jihysician, Dr. Milton 
Baldwin, who remarked: "I guess you 
are a Grant man," and told him that 
the trouble was caused by a cancer 
known as epithelioma. 
Dr. Baldwin 
took the patient to the German Hos- 
pital, where a consultation was held, 
and cutting out the cancer was pro- 
nounced to be a dangerous operation. 
Mr. Shipley was sent home. 
Dr. Bald- 
win then laid the case before the New- 
ark Medical Association, and it was 
suggested that the cancer might be re- 
moved successfuiiy by galvano-cautery. 
It was resolved to try this plan, and on 
November 23 Mr. Shipley was placed 
under the influence of chloroform at 
his house, and in the presence of nine 
physicians the 
operation 
was 
jier- 
formed. 
A needle threaded with silk 
was passed through the tongue, and 
that member was drawn out of tho 
mouth as far as ¡jossible. 
Then the 
base of the cancer was encircled with a 
loop of fine platinum wire, which was 
held in place by pins thrust through 
the cancerous growth. 
When every- 
thing was ready a current from a power- 
ful battery was sent through the plat- 
inum wire, heating it to incandescence. 
For an instant the interior of the pa- 
tient's mouth glowed with white light. 
Then the loo]) was drawn forward, and 
the glowing Avire cut rapidly through 
the base of 
the cancerous growth, 
leaving a bloodle.ss wQund in its traok. 
The cancer when removed was as thick 
and as long as a man's thumb. 
Two 
days afterward Mr. Shipley was able 
to sit in a chair and take liquid food 
with comfort.

John C. Eives, who died in April, 
1864, came to Washington during Gen. 
Jackson's administration as a clerk in 
the Treasury. 
He was an expert with 
the rifle, and his good shooting at a 
match on the White House lot was the 
beginning of his 
acquaintance with 
Frank Blair, with whom he was for 
many years in partnership. 
He subse- 
quently originated the publication of 
the debates in Congress in the Globe, 
and amassed a fortune, which his sons 
soon spent for him after his decease. 
He was a man of ungracious presence 
but of gracious nature, who came upon 
the stage of jiublic life here just as the 
stars of the last century were passing 
away, and his true heart was always in- 
spired by recollections of tlicir pure and 
virtuous examples, He was industrious. 
He was upright. 
H«.- was sincere. The 
poor deeply mourned'.iis loss, and hosts 
of friends missed his rough-hewn, un- 
gainly, 
awkward 
figur<>. which en- 
shrined a noble heart. 
Tho names of 
departed heroes and of statesmen are 
written upon 
enduring bronze and 
stately marble, but the monument of 
John C. Eives is his series of con- 
gressional reports, which ^vill doubtless 
be perpetuated, not only "in memoriam" 
but pro bono 
publico. 


Early in the war a number of ladies 
sojourning in Washington undertook to 
organize an aasociathm 
called "The 
Order of the Bee," whieh bound its 
members not to purchase any imported 
goods until peace had beeu cpnquered- 
Mrs. Lincoln, on being asked to join, 
expressed much intereHt in the proposed 
reform, but said that she should like to 
consult her husband before signing. 
She invited the committee to accom- 
pany her to ask him, and after they had 
explained the ])r()jei-t to Mr. Lincx>ln, 
who heard tJiein \ntli his usual pa- 
tience, he asked: "But how is this to 
affect the public revenue, ladies ? Gov- 
ernment needs just now every dollar 
that it can rake or scrape, and those 
very imported goods that you propo 
to dispense with f(^rn\ a large item 
the receipts at the Treasury. 
How 
you propose to make up the deficiency 
which you will create?" 
This was a 
poser, and the pro]iosed "Bee" did not 
"improve the sliiniiig hour." 


Governor Corwin used to tell a good 
story about au attempt made by a 
young newspajier man to "interview" 
him concerning the formation of Mr. 
Lincoln's cabinet. The young man sent 
up his card, was invited up, accepted 
an offered seat, and. after a few com- 
monplace remarks, said that ho came 
"to see if Mr. Corwin couldn't tell him 
something about Mr. Lincoln." 
"Sir," 
said Mr. Corwin, "1 <io not understand 
yon. 
What is it you -wish to know?" 
"Why, som<^tiling about Mr. Lincoln 
and his cabinet. 
Are you to have a 
place V 
Tell me sometliing about your- 
self." "Oh! ah! yes!" quoth Mr. Cor- 
win, "well, I'll tell yon, sir, as for Mr. 
Lincoln, I don't km^w anything about 
his intentions: ])iit, so Jar as I am con- 
cerned, n i tell yon something about 
myself, wiitiilfintially—not t4> be pub- 
lished under any eireumstaiiees. 
It ii» 
this: Last night I stole two silver 
watches—silver, mind yon, for I don't 
steal gold witteht'.s. 
The night before I 
stole six, and tlKi uigiit fx-fore that 
I 
etohi two; and I've fiivt-n .s(jme of them 
to the niggers al>out iitc. 
I'm m the 
habit of sti-alin^- silver wuti-hes to give 
to niggers. Now. don't put that in your 
paper, for it niight injure me

fidential! Ooo<l evening, sir!"

"a nose for news" was not abashed, and 
meeting Mr. Corwin the next day, he 
took him one side and askerl liim "if 
Chief Justice Taney hud really re- 
signed?"

Mr. Corwin, ))athetically, "the death of 
a friend and the resifiiiation of a judge 
are such melanelioly themes I can't 
bear to think of them. 
Good inoi ning, 
sir!"

which Senator Hoar gave in January, 
1882, when h6 invited a distinguished

in a parlor containing much of the fur- 
niture which adorned the house of 
Senator Sumner. 
On the wall were 
the portraits of Charles Suimier and 
Samuel Hooper, and the yellow satin 
damask furniture was made imder Mr, 
Sumner's personal direction when he 
fitted up the house in which he passed 
the closing years of his life. The guests 
assembled about 7 o'clock, and after an 
exchange of salutations the large doors, 
which form one side of the room, 
were 
thrown 
open, 
and 
Senator 
Hoar informally invited those present to 
gather around the magnificently fur- 
nished table which a})]ieared. 
Covers 
were laid for thirty-six jiersons, and the 
china, the siiver and the glass were all 
rare and of beautiful design. 
A belt of 
flowers encircled the table in front of 
tlie plates, and -within this enclosure 
were mounds of rare exotics and quaint- 
I3-constructed oinaments of 
confec- 
tionery. 
The ])lac,e of each guest was 
marked by a card on which his name 
was printed, and on which was an ex- 
q iiaite buttonhole bouijuet. The bills of 
f'-.re were on large sheets of cardboard, 
handsomely enj^ravcd, and the succes- 
sion of thirteen courses, beginning with 
oysters and ending with coffee, was an 
epicurean treat worthy of the culinary 
artists of Paris. The dinner was served 
in Russian style, and the dishes, after 
having been carved, were carried around 
by waiters who handed them 
success- 
ively to each guest. 
President Arthur 
sat at the host's right hand in accord- 
ance with Washington etiijuette, and on 
his right hand sat Judge Gray. 
At the 
left of the host sat Chief Justice Waite; 
directly opjiosite sat Senator 
Dawes; 
at the right-hanil end of the long table 
was George J^ancroft, an«l at the left- 
hand end was Bej^vescutative Harris. 
There was not. of course, any speech- 
making or (Iriiikinsj; (^f liealtlis. but after 
the dessert hail i>ecn s<Tve<I gentlemen 
left their seat.s ami sat in little groups 
around the table, chatting jtleasantly 
nntil after midnight. Taken as a whole, 
dinner and guests, it was the finest en- 
tertainment T have ever seen in Wash- 
ington, and Tliave s^en a great many.
